Mt. Baldy and Etiwanda are 
in the No. 1 spot in our estima- 
tion in this analysis of the re- 
stilts of last week’s highly im- 
portant vote. While those pre- 
cinets were among the smallest 
in ‘the big Chaffey district, we 
recognize their residents’ judg- 
ment. 


Upland and Alta Loma voters 
gave the bonds a majority vote 
but that is not enough when a 
two-thirds margin is necessary. 
Vhis local showing is outstand- 
ing when one considers the big 
*-No' vote registered by resi- 
dents in Ontario. 

Often we have pointed to the 
Sun Bernardino freeway as the 
dividing line between Ontario 
and the foothill communities. It 
not only is a logical dividing 
line -but it also marks the dif- 
ference in the attitude of people. 
For example, Ontario would like 
‘to have had three members of 
the Chaffey board of education 
to the exclasion of Upland not 
having any. Upland voters, how- 
ever, wholeheartedly supported 
Nelson Gray, an_ outstanding 
Uplander. Upland’s votes elected 
Mr. Gray as against the second 
place Ontario voters gave him.

The meeting was not all jollity, 
however. Words spoken by the 
two judges, who know the al- 
coholic ‘at his-or her worst, are 
an indication that the drunk who 
is down may rise again, and that 
society has taken a second look 
at the problem, 

To the alcoholics present, and 
that is how members frankly 
describe themselves, who have 
learned the hard way, it was 
heartening to hear Judge Jacobs 
describe alcoholism as a disease. 

Judge Speaks 

He told them: that he hoped 
for-a*change-in state laws deal- 
ing with punishment of alcoholics. 
‘The statutes do. not supply the 
remedy,’’ he said. 

He explained that he has learn- 
ed to deal with the men who 
come before him not in terms of 
punishment but as an agency to 
direct alcoholics toward a pro- 
gram of rehabilitation. He gave 
credit to Alcoholics Anonymous 
for their work. 

“You are the men responsible. 
Your unselfish devotion to the 
principles that you give to the 
people who are beset by that 
disease is the important thing,” 
he said. 

Two men who had been before 
him in court were presented with 
birthday cakes by the judge. He 
told the members he was. glad to 
participate. The cakes, along with 
a third, presented to an Ontario 
member, were shared at the cof- 
fee hour at the close of the meet- 
ing. 

Judge Jacobs heartily congra- 
tulated the members on_ their 
democracy. One of the cake re- 
cipients was a Spanish-American 
who testified to the happiness and 
success, both at home and in his 
work, that had been his since 
joining. 

Judge Jacobs described the A. 
A. gesture to a man from a mi- 
nority group as.real democracy 
and true Americanism. He was 
proud of Alcoholics Anonymous, 
he said, ‘‘and of the success of 
the former drinker in his rehabil- 
itation.’’ : of 

Judge Imhoff got a laugh when 
he said “it hurt him as much as 
the men he had to sentence.’ 
After the laugh he amended his 
statement to say it hurt him ‘‘al- 
most as much.’’ 

He explained that through 
talks with members of A. A. he 
had been able to understand 
something of the alcoholic’s prob- 
lem and his needs.

One of the best stories for a 
long time was told to me by an 
Alcoholics Anonvmous member 


concerning an incident experi- 
enced by his group in a nearby 
city. This story also has con- 
siderable to do with the power 
ot prayer. 

The town drunk, a wino, was 
an Irishman - his name was Pat. 
fe had drunk his way to the 
bottom and existed in a small 


) shack at the city dump. 


Pat made irregular sojurns to 
the business section of the city 
where he made a nuisance of 
himself in a yariety of ways. 
His ‘shoes’ were out at the toes, 
his pants out at the seat and 
encrusted with, several layers of 
grime, his coat greasy, button- 
less and held together by a large 
safety pin. 

His rheumy eyes, scraggy 
beard, unkempt hair and greasy 
hat did not intend to influence 
people or make close _ friends. 
He was coarse, rude and a pain 
in the neck. 

One of his practices, which he 
followed for-a number of years, 
was to locate a crowd of people 
on a busy street and push his 
way to the center of the gather- 
ing. This_he did by violent thrusts 
of his arms aided by shoulder 
action. 

Upon reaching the center of the 
throng he would drop on_ his 
knees, remove his hat, turn his 
eyes heavenward, 

‘Dear God,’’ he would pray, 
‘please send me a hundred dol- 
lars.’’ 

Now this prayer never brought 
immediate results. People shrank 
from the uncouth figure, many 
afraid of an insane outburst. In 
other words mild terror froze 
generosity. 

, Planned Approach 
Pat’s eccentric behavior paid 
little attention but he was the 
source of awe and revulsion to 
those seeing him for the first 
time. He persisted in his public 
nravers from week to week un- 
daunted by lack of return. : 

Knowing that Pat was from a 
good family and had sunk to his 
present condition in a period of 
less than 10 years, a group of 
local Alcoholics Anonymous 
members. started surmising .on 
the possibilities of interesting Pat, 
in a better way of life. 

The group, made up a collect- 
ion of $15 and two of the members 
volunteered to call on Pat. 

They -arrived-at the city dump; 
located his shack and knocked on 
the door..They were greeted by 
a rasping outburst. 

“God, please send me a hun- 
dred dollars. There ain’t a crust 
of bread in the house to eat.’’ 

With this Pat threw open the 
door. The two AA members 
greeted Pat warmly and invited 
him to come up to a meeting 
then in progress. Pat had never 
heard ‘of AA and: a considerable 
amoyntof explaining’ was nec- 
essary. af : 

“We aren’t going to try and 
cram AA down your throat, Pat,’’ 
one member explained. ‘‘We 
want you to come to the meeting 
because we have something up 
there for you.”’ 

Pat Goes Along 

More than 4a little dubious, Pat 
accompanied his two callers to 
the meeting hall and was intro- 
duced to the members. He was 
given a cup of coffee and a pair 
of doughnuts. ; 

One of the AA men, acting as 
spokesman, handed Pat an 
envelope. ‘Here is something 
that will interest you, Pat.’’ 

Pat took the envelope, turned 
it over a few times ‘and tare it 
open. He extracted a thin sheaf 
of one dollar bills with a look of 
wonder spreading over his face. 

Slowly he counted the bills, one 
by one. ‘‘What is this?’’ he asked. 

‘Folding stuff, Pat,’’ one of 
the AA boys answered, ‘‘the stuff 
ou use to buy groceries.” 

. “You naan Pat asked, ‘‘that 
this is for me?”’ 

‘All for you, Pat.”’ 

“And I can spend it any way 
I want to?” 4 ik 

“Any way you want to,’’ he 
was assured. 

Pat thoughtfully folded the 
currency and crammed it into 
a trouser pocket. He took off his 
battered’ hat, slid off his chair 
and dropped to his knees. 

He raised his eyes as he knelt. 
“Dear God,” he prayed, “I want 
to thank you for this / fifteen 
bucks. I sure can use it. But the. 
next time you send me money 
send it through the Knights of 
Columbus.
